Those who attend the Crippled 
Children Clinic at New Brockton 
last year will bear testimony of 
the great work done for our un- 
fortunate children at these clin- 
ics. To see a child occasionally 
who is deformed is pathetic, but 
'to see 150 or more such children

Work at the clinic will begin 
in the early morning and will 
continue until all patients are 
seen. The treatment of these 
children is made possible by our 
annual contribution to the Cof- 
fee County Crippled Children 
Society and is, therefore, a pub- 
lic institution in which we are 
all interested.

Old age as- 
s stance funds or payments have 
een increased in 11 states so far in 
the 1949 legislative season, Thir- 
teen other states are studying pro- 


posals to give more money to needy | 


citizens who are 65 or older. 


Cash help for the old folks runs , 


into millions. Before the 1949 legis- 
lative sessions began, about 2,500,- 
000 men and women were getting 
such aid. The average payment for 
the United States as a whole was 
$41.50. The monthly total topped 
100 million dollars, 

The funds go to needy people 65 
or over—oldsters such as those who 
are not covered by the federal old 


age and _= survivors insurance 
system, 
Federal and state governments 


both contribute money to the old 
age assistance programs. The fed- 
eral government shares _ in 
ments up to $50 a month. 


Minimum Hiked 


In the current legislative session, 
North Dakota increased the mini- 
mum payments from $40 to $60 a 


$30 to $45 when there are more. 

The minimum was set at $50 in 
New Mexico, In Maine, maximum 
benefits were increased from $40 to 
$50 a month. Nebraska raised the 
ceiling from $50 to $55, Montana 
provided for a hike of $7 in monthly 
grants that had averaged $45. 

The Illinois legislature decided to 
boost the ceiling from $50 to $65 a 
month with the provision that it 
would be adjusted up or down as the 
cost of living rose or fell in the fu- 
ture. 

Higher appropriations also were 
voted in North Carolina, Idaho, Ar- 
kansas, ‘West Virginia and South 
Dakota. 

But the traffic wasn’t all one way 
in the 14 capitals where decisions 
already have been made. Indiana, 
Utah and Wyoming made no 
changes, 


California Highest 


None of the measures adopted 
thus far this year has hit the high 
target raised in California. The vot- 
ers there last fall approved a prop- 
osition to increase benefits for sen- 
ior citizens from $60 to $75 a month. 
To meet the added costs, for the rest 
of the fiscal year ending June 30 
and for the next fiscal year, the 
governor has asked an extra $118,- 
235,000. 

Proposals now being considered 
in 13 states vary quite a bit. But in 
half of them appropriations would 
be increased without raising the 
limits on benefits. 

Among the many bills in Massa- 
chusetts are some seeking a $75 
minimum. : 

A move is under way in Connecti- 
cut to remove the $50 ceiling and 
base payments on actual need. Min- 
nesota’s governor favors removal 
of limits. “ 

Proposals to increase the maxi- 
mums from $50 to $60 a month'have 
been made in Michigan and Wis- 
consin,

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Oldest Scrolls 
Of Bible to Go 
To High Bidder 


BALTIMORE. — Four leather- 
bound parchment scrolls, described 
by a Johns Hopkins university 
archaeologist as ‘‘the greatest 
manuscript discovery of modern 
times,’’ will be offered for sale to 
the highest bidder. 

He will have to be wealthy. The 
documents are the four oldest 
manuscripts of the Old Testament 
known to date. Valued at more than 
a million dollars, they were brought 
secretly to this country early this 
year. 

Discovered by wandering Arabs 
in a half-closed cave by the Dead 
sea in 1947, the parchments contain 
the entire Book of the Prophet 
Isaiah as it appears in the Bible, a 
commentary on the Book of Habak- 
kuk, and a manual of discipline for 
a Judaic sect. 

Experts say they were written 
100 years before Christ—1,100 years 
before the date assigned to the o!d- 
est Hebrew Bible scroll previously 
known, 

Sale Date Soon 

An authoritative source, who de- 
clined use of his name, said the 
treasure would go on the block 
shortly. It is owned by St. Mark’s 


Syrian Orthodox convent in Jeru- ' 


salem. 

Dr. F. W. Albright, professor of 
Semitic languages at Hopkins and 
one of the nation’s top archaeolo- 
gists, first established the authen- 
ticity of the scrolls from  photo- 
graphs sent to him. 

Since then he has examined the 
originals. He reported: 

‘During the past few weeks any 
possible doubt about the age and 
authenticity of the scrolls has been 
removed.”’ 

He disclosed also that the docu- 
ments were sent to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in New 
York. There chemists reportedly 
are working over one scroll whose 
condition has prevented its being 
unrolled, 

St. Mark’s was damaged badly in 
the recent fighting between Israeli 
and Arab forces in the Holy Land. 
It expects to get repair money from 
the sale of the manuscripts. 

U. S. May Buy 

The hope is that the U. S. Gov- 
ernment may buy them, Among in- 
terested groups, however, is Yale 
University. ‘ 

The find, whose worth to the

Secondhand Watch Buy 


Usually Bad Business 

MADISON, WIS.—You're likely to 
wind up with a bad time if you buy 
a secondhand watch in a barroom, 
the senate committee on state and 
local government has learned. 

Confidence men put expensive 
dials on cheap watches, tell a hard 
luck story at some bar, and stick 
their customers with a sorry bar- 
gain, said Ralph H,. Young, La 
Crosse, president of the Wisconsin 
board of examiners in watchmak. 
ing. 

Young urged passage of a bill to 
increase the examination fee for 
a watchmaker certificate from $15 
to $25 and a like increase in the cost 
of certificates to out of state watch- 
makers, The bill also would require 
sellers of used watches with no 
established business place (bars in- 
cluded) to file an invoice with the 
clerk of the county in which the 
sale was made. It also would in- 
crease the pay of members of the 
examining board from $10 to $15 a 
day. 

Clarence L. Greiber, state direc- 
tor of vocational and adult educa- 
tion, said the governor’s advisory 
committee had carefully selected 
the watchmakers’ schools in Wis- 
consin for GI training, but said he 
knew of one state where 5,000 
watchmakers were in _ training 
schools.

Determination, Success And Tragedy

The 
power for the old water wheel 
was secured from a pond which 
they built on a small creek. After 
operating the grist mill for a 
short while they decided to ex-, 
pand their business by “carding 
wool rolls”, used in those days 
for knitting. In a very short time 
they began spinning the wool 
into cloth. They had to buy their 
first “warps” but later they be- 
gan making them too. Then 
they decided their cloth would 
sell much better if it was dyed, 
so they added this process to 
their growing business. 

In a few years they were man- 
ufacturing pants which every 
older man in this country can 
remember, because they were 
the most popular brand of pants 
in this section. They were called 
“Killebrew Jeans”,
